Veteran Contract 
Is Disapproved 


Forbes Scores Training of 
Men in Oratory—Wat- 
son Issues Statement. 


Washington, October 18.—Place- 
ment of d.sabied service men “under 
conditions that are criminal and re- 
lating to slavery” was charged by 
Director Forbes, of the veterans’ bu- 
reau, in an address today at the first 
meeting of the bureau’s district 
managers. 

Colonel] Forbes criticised in detail 
the system by which service men 
had been placed in training, and in 
the course of his address and later 
through a formal statement issued 
from the veterans’ bureau, an- 
nounced the disapproval of contracts 
held by thirty-three schools and in- 
dividuals for training tnose disabled 
in the world war. In this connection 
he told the district managers that 
in a number of cases they had been 
derelict in their duty. 

“You men had no records of the 
training history of the men,” he as- 
serted. “You, should have had this 
information, but I had to dig it out 
for myself at an additional expense. 

Will Wreck Machines. 


“The word has also gone around 
that certain districts have their own 
little political machine here in 
Washington to run the affairs of 
that district. I want to warn those 
men who may have such an idea 
that I’m going to wreck all polit- 
ical machines. and before I’m 
exposition this 
bureau is going to be operated on 
sound, modern busiwess principles, 
and every phase of it.is going to be 
clean and above board. 

“I have nothing to apologize for 
in my statements that men have 
»cen placed in training under condi- 
tious that are crimina! and relating 
to slavery.” 

The soldier rehabilitation division 
of the federal board for vodgational 
training was blamed by Director 
Forbes for some of the difficulties 
encountered, and a project in South- 
ern California was mentioned by the 
director as a place where “the men 
had no more chance than a snow- 
pall in Hades of being trained.” e

FORMER MONARCH 
OF BAVARIA DEAD 


London, October 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—An Exchange Tel- 
egraph dispatch from Vienna today 
states that a ‘report -has been re- 
ceived there of the death of Ludwig 
Ill, former King of Bavaria, at Sar- 
var castle, in ungary. Owing to 
the Burgenland trouble in Hungary, 
telegraphing is virtually suspended 
from that country, and it is diffi- 
cult to obtain authoritatively of 
events occurring thére. 

A Reuter dispatch from Budapent 
says Ludwig died today. 


Ludwig III, a picturesque figure 
in Europe for three-quarters of a 
centur renounced his throne as 
king oY Bavaria on November 16, 
1916, having held it a scant three 
years. Disaster broke heavily on 
the venerable ruler and his wife, 
Maria Theresa, who was princess 
royal of Hungary and Bohemia, died 
on the same day. 

After his abdication Ludwig fled 
to Switzerland, and later to the 
Austrian Tyrol, with other § royal 
members of his household. At one 
time he was reported to be living 
at the Castle Vaduz under a fic- 
titlous name, and also to have been 
driven to the Alps by Sparticides. 
In March, 1919, he received permis- 
sion of the Swiss government to 
reside at Zizers, and thither he went 
a few days later to take up his res- 
idence. 
in Switzerland, where life’s viccis- 
situdes fn virtual exile and in finan- 
cial distress is said to have threat- 
ened his sanity. He was severeiy 
ill for several months, and once 
was erroneously reported dead. 

On December 22, 1920, Ludwig re- 
turned to Wildenwart, southern Ba- 
varia, where he has remained most 
of the time since, Bavarian royal- 
ists held a monster demonstration on 
the occasion of the seventy-sixth 
anniversary of his birth last Jan- 
uary 7. 


Georgia Farmers 
Want High Tariff 
On Vegetable Oil

Washington, October 18.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.) —Senator 
Boise Penrose, chairman of the sen- 
ate finance committee, the office 
of the Southern Tariff assoclaation 
here, and all members of the Geor- 
gia delegations in both branches of 
congress received a@ memorial to- 
day from “farmers of Newton coun- 
ty, Georgia,” protesting against the 
rates proposed in the permanent 


tariff bill on vegetable oil impor- 
tations and urging higher rates. 


After the usual “whereases,” the 
memorial says: 

“We understand that the perma- 
nent tariff is now in process of 
formation by your committee, the 
house already having passed an act, 
stipulating only two certs per pound 
om. cocoanut and goya beans oils, 


two and one-half cents per pound 
Om Peanut oil, three cents per pound 
on unshelled peanuts and four certs 
per pound on shelled peanuts, how- 
ever, nothing on cocoanut meats or 
soya beans, these two last named 
items being direct competitors of 
peanuts and cotton seed. 

“We respectiully urge that the 
duty of three and four cents on un- 
Shelled and shelled peanuts is tvo 
low, and that instead a duty of at 
least seven cents per pound on pea- 
nuts, and peanut oil, with compara- 
tive duties on the other competi- 
tive oils and raw products named 
in this letter, is necessary in order 
to give the producers of these prod- 
ucts in our own country a hopeful 
outiook and a reasonable chance of 
a living profit. 

“The result of the failure of con- 
gress to give an adequate protec- 
tive tariff on the above mentioned 
products will be: The farmers of 
the south will be forced to turn to 
corn and small grain for a2 money 
crop, which will come in dircet com- 
petition with the products of the 
farmers of the north and middle 
west.”

ward and struck Pickard. The lat- 
ter died several days later at a pri- 
vate hospital.

tree, and makes a congestion from 
Ponce de Leon downtown. The 
opening of Courtland street would 
relieve Peachtree of a great part of 
that traffic which starts all the way 
from Decatur to the center of the 
city.

The/action of the board in ‘calling 
the brotherhood chiefs here will in 
no way stop the shop crafts unions 
from proceeding with. their strike 
deliberations, it wag stated by Pres- 
ident B. M. Jewell. 

“We have received no word from 
tne board that we are included in 
this conference,” he said. “We will 
continue our group conferences, at 


industry for work, it is obvious 
that the railroad heads are not 
worried as much as they would 
have been a few months ago when 
conditions were different. 

The hasty survey already made of 
stocks of coal and provisions at the 
centers of population is encourag- 
ing, from the standpoint of the pub- 
lic. 

Even if transportation of com- 
modities was wholly suspended it 
would be weeks, probably months, 
before there would be actual dan- 
ger of freezing or starvation. And 
it is not within the power of the 
brotherhoods to bring about com- 
wlete suspension of transportation. 
Putting aside the possibility of 
keeping a considerable number of 
trains in operation, motor trans- 
portation can be made available on 
an immense scale, and the govern- 
ment has hundreds of ships lying 
idle which could help solve. the 
problem of keeping the cities sup- 
plied with fuel and coal. 

Stampede Fails. 


All of these facts have served to 
alleviate the fear and apprehension 
on the part of the public that a 
Similar vote to walk out created 
several months ago. The effect of 
such a failure at stampeding the 
public has been marvelous in its 
psychological effect upon the strike 
bosses whe would throw this army 
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out far too large ranks of the job- 
ess. 

Compromises fair to all are being 
worked out, and will doubtless pre- 
vail. One of them is that the inter- 
state commerce commission and 
rail labor board be given an oppor- 
tunity to work out a course by 
which proposed reductions in wages 
shall be made to benefit the con- 
sumers by corresponding lower 
freight rates. 

There has heretofore_been a strik- 
ing lack of harmony on the labor 
board, which handles wages, and 
the I. C. C., which handles rates. 
The president has now coordinated 
their activities, and through this 
coordination official Washington 
expects to see both sides to the con- 
troversy appeased. 

Board Lacked Tact. 

There is no doubt that the labor 
board has acted arbitrarily and 
without tact, at least, in its side of 
settling the rail problems. This po- 
sition has been abruptly changed 
within the last few hours. New 
proposals of settlements, under this 
program of coordination, will come 
from the brotherhoods, who have 
thus far acted without any spirit 
of radical unreasonableness. 

The administration in the mean- 
while, while firm, and preparing to 
meet any emergency to which the 
country may be subjected, is acting 
without antagonism or aggarvation. 
With this new coordinated program 
between the labor board and the 

Cc. C., the end of threatened | 
trouble appears in sight. 


“WAR COUNCIL” 
POSTPONED. 

Cleveland, Ohio, October 18.—The 
sudden and mysterious summons of 
the brotherhood chiefs to Chicago 
for a conference Thursday with 
the railway labor board brought re- 
newed hope Tuesday of averting the 
nation-wide transportation _ strike, 
scheduled to begin October 30. 

The “war council” of union lead- 
ers, Which was to have been held 
here Wednesday to draw up final 
plans for the walkout, was imme- 
diately postponed indefinitely and 
preparations to leave for Chicago 
were made by the three officials 
already in Cleveland—Warren 5S. 
Stone, grand chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers: W. 
G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, and W. 
Carter, president of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Enginemen and 
Firemen. 

It was learned later that an effort 
might be made to hold an informal 
gession of the “war council’ here 
before the chiefs leave for Chicago. 
It was said that T, C\Cashin, presi- 
dent of ‘the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America, might come here 
for the meeting. 

There was a disposition in “neu- 
tral’ quarters here to feel that the 
Chieago conference might develop 
some ‘compromise offer which would 
permit both the brotherhoods and 
the executives to retire gracefully 
from their position and at the same 
time save their faces. 

Some Unions for Peace. 

One surprising development was 
President Lee’s statement that cer- 
tain unions on five eastern railways 
had not voted in favor of the strike, 
and that one of the brotherhoods 
failed to poll,@ strike fhajority in 
the east and middle west. He rfre- 
fused to identify this brotherhood, 
but it was learned on good audhor- 
ity that it was the conductors. Lee 
also refused to divulge the names 
of any of the railways where the 
strike vote had-failed, but it was 
believed this might account for tne 
unexplained removal of the fPenn- 
sylvania system from the so-called 
group 1 to a later classification. 

Stone made the specific charge 


that. the executives had foreed the 
strike on the employees as part of 
an open ‘shop offensive, directed 
against organizefi labor in general. 

“There is no question that the 
real objective of the fTailroads is 
the destruction of organized labor,” 
he said. 


SOUTHERN DID 
NOT ASK CUT. 

Richmond, October 18.—The South- 
ern railway was not represented in 
the Chicago executives’ meeting, nor 
has it made request of the railroad 
labor board for a further reduction 
in wages, according to a telegram 


superintendent, with headquarters 
in this city, and signed by 
Simpson, general manager of the 
Southern railway lines east, with 
offices in Danville. 

The telegram follows: 

“Mr. Harrison authorizes me to 
say to our employees that the South- 
ern railway was not represented in 
the Chicago executives’ meeting, nor 
has it made request of the labor 
board or the men for a further re- 
duction in wages.

‘Washington, October 138.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Washington, official and un- 
official, is primping for the arma- 
ment parley. Every hotel is re- 
decorating and installing Oriental 
corners, French coffee rooms and 
the like. Large forces of men are 
at work at the various embassies, 
and Uncle Sam’s sweeping out the 
building, putting a 
touch of paint here and there and 
otherwise brightening the corners. 
The capitol reflectors have already 
been turned on in full, and at night, 
for miles around, the great white 
dome jiooks like a phanton when 
silhouetted against a dark back- 
ground. 

There is no mistaking the social 
significance of the approaching pare 
ley. It is to be more social than 
anything else. Diplomacy feeds on 
pomp and ceremony and Washing- 
ton will make history—whether she 
makes international amity possible 
or not—after the coming Armistice 


anniversary. 


Just think of the lords and their 
ladies; the counts and the earles and 
the barons and the princes, and the 
near king, and all the women that 
gO with such a galaxy!

Just whether the Japanese and 
the Chinese dignitaries are going 
to use the same kind of chop- 
sticks, and simulate the same kind 
of Far East customs, or not, re- 
mains to be seen. They are already 
beginning to “clash,” and the Lord 
knows where they will land if their 
inborn jealousies of each other are 
not diplomatically curbed by some 
of their Occidental compatriots.

Another reason for wanting to 
get rid of Kenyon is that it is a 
part of the republican program to 
seat Senator Newberry, of Michi 
gan, and to “exonerate” him by 
adopting the report of the majori- 
ty of the senate committee on priv- 
ileges and elections, to which Sen- 
ator Kenyon is opposed. AS a pre- 
liminary to this move, Senator Ken- 
yon, without ‘being consulted, was~ 
removed from the committee on 
privileges and elections and made 
chairman of the committee on edu- 
cation and labor. 

But the effort to muzzle Kenyon 
by taking him off the committee, 
which passed on the Newberry case 
and the effort to remove him al- 
tegether from the senate, have re- 
sulted in failure, as Senator Ken- 
yon has declined the judgeship and 
it is understood will take a lead- 
ing partin the Newberry case when 
it reaches the floor as he did ten 
years ago in the unseating of Sena- 
tor William Lorimer, of Illinois.

Hollomon for the great constructive 
work you are striving to do, to bless 
us as a people and improve our be- 
loved state. 

The creation of a “national park,” 
located in part of Lumpkin, Union, 
Fannin, Gilmer and Dawson coun- 
tios would certainly place this sec- 


tion of our state on the map and not |

The Only hope left for north Geor- 
Zia the construction of good 
roads. And yet [ am sorry to say 
that all sorts of obsticles are daily 
bobbing up to retard their build- 
ing. 

In the main al) our north Geor- 
gia counties are wanting in taxa- 
ble values to make us independent, 
and place us in a position to build 
own roads. Without outside 
help we are powerless to have them, 
and must submit to the common fate 
of the helpless. 

For instance, take Union county, 
where our taxable total value is 
about $1,000,000. This taxable value 
gives us a county bond margin of 
only $70,000. 

Early in the good roads move- 
ment, our county was one among 
the first to vote its approximate 
bond issue, and this has been ex- 
pended in the construction of eight 
miles of graded road in the center 
of the county at a cost of $140,000. 

It is not even topsoiled, and by 
reason of that fact when the wet 
and cold weather of the winter 
come on, it will hardly be passable.

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HEALTH TALKS |

«e Tuberculosis is consumption and 
consumption is phthisis and phthisis 
is the disease which some of our an- 
cestors and maybe some of their doc- 
tors tried to conceal by saying “go- 
ing into decline.” Pulmonary tu- 
berculosis means tuberculosis of the 
lungs—consumption—phthisis—‘go- 
ing into decline’’—but for heaven's 
sake I hope not “cold settled on the 
lungs,” or “‘weak lungs,” or “a little 
catarrhal trouble in one lung,” any 
more. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis is a 
chronic disease. That means.a dis- 
ease that runs a prolonged course. 
There are various moré or less arbi- 
trary stages. First, the beginning 
stage, or as doctors say, incipient 
tuberculosis; months later the see- 
ond stage, in which the affected 
part of the lung or lungs becomes 
more or less solid or infiltrated, like 
the hardened piace around a boil; 
and third, the breaking down or 
ulceration of this hardened place to 
form acavity. Now in the benighted 
age of our grandfathers few doctors 
were sufficiently educated or equip- 
ped with the necessary instruments 
of precision to detect tuberculosis 
until the third or cavity stage had 
arrived, and naturally the chances 
for recovery after the disease had 
progressed so far "were very small 
considering the fear of fresh air 
which obsessed people in those days. 
Consequently “consumption” came 
to have a bad reputation—and even 
today few senile individuals realize 
that the great majoricy of victims 
of pulmonary tuberculosis recover, 

Here is a rather interesting sen- 
tence I take from a personal letter 
from a tuberculosis patient (not my 
patient) who has recovered at home. 

“I wish there were some way that 
the general public could be informed 
about the real meaning of rest, and 
what can be accomplished in one’s 
own home or locality.”

IN TARIFF CONDEMNED

Washington, October 18.—(By 
Constitution Leasead Wire.)—The 
Proposed American va:uation plan 
in the Fordney tariff bill is con- 
demned as evil and vicious, and asa 
deterrent to American prosperity by 
leading American economists, in a 
statement issued yesterday by the 
National Council of American Im- 
porters and Traders and received by 
hundreds of congressmen today. 

Professor Geiser said the Ford- 
ney tariff bill would have a disas- 
trous effect on the trade and com- 
merce of the United States and of 
the world, not only because of un- 
reasonable rates and vicious plan 
of valuation, but because in prin- 
ciple and spirit, it goes counter to 
the most elementary and elemental 
principles of international eco- 
nomics. 

“It will add to the existing bar- 
riers to trade those of a protective 
tariff. Our future national pros- 
perity will increasingly depend on 
our foreign trade. If we can not buy 
from Europe, she can not buy from 
us. The American valuation plan is 
especially pernicious in that it ac- 
centuates the evil common to all 
protective tariffs, namely, favoring 
a special interest at the expense of 
the consuiner. It has neither eco- 
nomic nor moral justification, and is 
most ill-advised. It places the de- 
termination of rates and the ad- 
ministration of law in the hands of 
inefficient civil service officials, 
back of whom will stand powerful 
manufacturing interests. A hundred 
million consumers will pay the price 
of congressional stupidity.” 


NEW LABOR ‘ALLIANCE’ 
SCURED BY GOMPERS

Such selling as has occurred 
in the rails on the threatened strike has been professional short selling. 
Wall street banking interests have recently been accumulating rail- 
road stocks and are still holding them. 

Everybody in Wall street was asking everybody else today, Is 


there going to be a railroad strike? 


It is realized that the highly 


organized railway brotherhoods are fighting to maintain their prestige 
by opposing not only further wage cuts, but a return to piece work 
and loss of other favorable working agreements secured during federal 


control; also that railway executives are itching for a strike, 


with 


railroad bankers “sicking” them on, believing that with countrywide 


unemployment the employees’ can 


easily be defeated. However, the 


general feeling here is that there is not going to be a strike. 
That feeling is based on the belief that President Harding, work- 


ing with the interstate commerce 


commission and the railroad labor 


board, will propose a settlement plan that will place the party refusing 
to accept it hopelessly in the wrong. 


Both the adllicrarer executives and 
ape railway labor leaders are work- 
their propaganda overtime. The 
om lway executives are talking as 
one man to create the impression 
that the employees in using the 12 
per cent cut in wages recommended 
by the labor board as an excuse 
for the threatened strike are really 
striking against the government. 
The labor leaders likewise are bluf- 
fing with talk of a return to gov- 
ernment contro]. Both sides are 
floundering about to find a good 
reason for declining the proposal 
of the public group of the railroad 
labor board to cut freight rates first 
to discount the 12 per cent cut in 
wages and then follow the rate cut 
by another cut in wages. The facts 
are that from the average citizen’s 
viewpoint, if the rallway labor lead- 
ers and the railway executives could 
reduced to a common denomina- 
tor, it would be hard to tel) tem 
apart. What is needed is a cut in 
both rates and | wages.

for December prices weakened un- 
der renewed liquidation. That de- 
livery broke to 18.00 in the late trad- 
ing, making new low ground for 
the movement, and closed at 18.10, 
with the general market closing 
weak at a net decline of 24 to 49 
points. 

There appeared to be a feeling 
early in the day that long accounts 
disturbed by the strike threat had 
been pretty well liquidated while 
there was not enough southern sell- 
ing here to indicdte any general 
weakening among spot holders. This 
idea led to a good deal of covering, 
while there was also a lot of trade 
buying to fix prices, and after open- 
ing unchanged to 13 points lower 
the market soon turned firmer.
